Washington, D. C.,

Openly Friends; Secretly Foes.

Careful study of the consular reports dur- 
ing the lest year will show almoct conclusive- 
ly that European nations are procecding 
along lines which seem to indicate not only 
bitter commercial hostility to the United 
States, but @ remarkable sameness of pro- 
cedure which can scarcely be a coincidence. 


People Urge Retaliation. | 
Repressive and retaliatory legislation is 


countries, gnd the methods adopted to crip- 
ple thé trade of the United States are so 
closely alljed as to lead to the conclusion 
that there must exist some sort of a secret 
understanding on this subject between the 
continental nations, 

The State department denies vigorously 
all knowledge of any such European com- 
mercial policy directed* against the United 
States. The officials say that each nation for 
itself is considering commercial legislation 
to meet the ruinous competition of the United 
States, just as this country adopted the 
protective tariff system to protect our man- 
ufacturers against European competition. _ 


All Legislate on Same. Lines. 

The department announces officially that 
there is no evidence of any common under- 
standing hostile to the United States, but 
the published consular reports show that | 
commercia] legislation is being molded in) 
the different countrits of Europe, so much 
in accordance with an apparent general 
plan as to indicate that this is from design 
and not from. accident. 

The extraordinary commercial 
of the United States has rendered*it neces- 
sary for our merchants and manufacturers 
to seek an export market. So long as this 
country confined its exports almost exclu-

The: Bureau’ Charities hae announced 
that it will be unable to supply potatoes this |. 


But those who have gardens say they will 
| ‘have enough potatoes for their own use 
and will be able to sell the surplus at such 
prices as will enable them to get through 
the winter with less demand for other things. 

The principal gardens are located between 
Loomis street and Center avenue and Sixty- 
fifth and Sixty-ninth streets. Each of the 
gardeners has but a small plat of ground, 
and yet the amount and variety of vegetables 
they raise is surprising. The people who 
take this land are, as a rule, inexperienced 
‘in gardening, so that little is to be expected 
of them. They live at some distance from 
their gardens and have employment at least 
a part of the time. They can give no such 
‘attention to their gardens as the man who-

OCEAN BOAT FOR LAKE TRADE. 
Northeastern Makes Its First Trip in 


STRIKES A BLOW 
BILLBOARDS | 


They Must Be Smaller 


One Ordinance Upheld, bat Boule- 
vard and Park Rule Declared 
‘Discriminating -and- 


GOES 0 JUDGE CRETLAIN.| 


Promoters of the’ “ City Beautiful ” and 
“ Artistic Chicago’ took courage yesterday. 
In the first engagemet of their forces with 
se glaring advertising signs the billboards 

In an opinion of Master in Chancery G. 
Fred Rush given to Judge Chetlain during the 
day one of the two.city billboard ‘ordinances 
was pronounced valid and effective. The 
other was condemned as invalid, but, under 
the operation of the one declared to be sound, 
it will be possible to regulate sign boards and 
minimize their effect upon otherwise attrac- 
tive neighborhoods. 

The opinion wae given in the case of the 
American Posting Service against the city, 
the city seeking to dissolve an injunction re- 
straining it from enforcing the billboard or- 
dinance. Judge Chetlain will pass on the 
case and then probably it wil go to the Bu- 
preme Court. 


Power to Regulate the Boards. 

According to the opinion, it is a part of.the 
police power of the city te regulate sign 
“boards which.are said to be dangerous to 
life. The city is said to have the authority 
also by reason of the powers given it to pro- 
tect the public health. Enormous ~ sign 
boards are pronounced distinct dangers to 
| the lives of citizens. .The question of esthet- 
ics is not touched upon in the opinion. The 
reason for the passage of the billboard or- 
dinance is passed over. 

The ordinance which is upheld is oné which. 
' restricts the size of the advertising signs 
and which dictates the method by which they 
may be erected. The one which is pro- 
‘nounced invalid is that drafted by the at- 
torneys of the three Park boards and pre- 
sented to the Council by Alderman Patterson. 

Most Billboards Illegal. 
If the decision is upheld nearly every bill | 


board in Chicago will have to be torn down. 
The new ones which’ may be erected as sub-. 


over 100 square feet each of superficial area. 
They will be not nearer than twenty-five feet 
to the building line. ‘They will be'no Bigher 


that. prohibiting the erection of 
bill Boards within 200 feet of a park, park 
roadway, or boulevard. For the reason, the 
‘master held, that this law attempted to make 
diferimination between localities in the 
it was unreasonable. 
Danger tothe Public. ~ 
In’ his opinion Mr. Rush said:. 
*“The chief danger to the public is not only” 
the ration of the boards across the 
walk in high wind, but the necessary thin 
sheet-like character of the structures makes * 


a 


liable to be carried 
by the force of the wind even across the 
driveway and the opposite walk, as shown 
by the evidence. There are two ways of 
lessening this danger; one by diminishing 
the size of boards, and another by setting 


twenty-five feet such a réasonable distance? 
Unsafe structures like those found to be 
nuisances herein as aforecaid could be pro- 
hibited, entirely. They can certainly be 
regulated for the purpoze of reducing their 
danger, and, considering the fact that a 
later phrase of the ordinance permits the 
boards to be ten feet high, some definite 
distance must be adopted to suit the height 
of the .board, and it cannot be said that 
twenty-five feet is an unreasonable distance. 
‘“ Boards ten feet high and about seven 
feet from top to bottom are abundantly | 
large to be seen by the passer-by at a dis- 
tance of.twenty-five feet from the street 
line. This regulation deprives persons 
merely of the the right to misuse their land,” 


ADRIFT IN A DORY 
FOUR DAYS AND NIGHTS. 


Two Gloucester Sailors.Have ae Bat- 
tle with Death Off Northeast Coast of 
Newfoundland, 180 Miles from Land. 


Gloucester, Mass., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
Edward Moriarity: and Isaac Merchant of 
the fishing schooner N ra arrived home 
today after a thrilli experience off. the 
coast of Newfoundland. According to their 
story, they were out in the open sea four days 
and four nights in a small dory, without food 
or water. 

The two men were attending their trawls 
off the northeastern coast of Newfound- 
land, 180 miles from St. Johns, on Aug. 6. 
A dense fog suddenly set in, and in trying to 
return to the schooner they became hope- 
lessly lost. 

A heavy sea came up and it was with the 
utmost difficulty that they kept the dory 
afloat. The next day, Wednesday, the wind. 
abated. They set a small sail, and by the 
aid of a pocket compass steered north west. 
They passed many icebergs, and on Thurs- 
day they ran alongside one of the huge float- 
ing masses and secured a 350 pound chunk 
with which to ballast their boat. 

The next day they passed a field of ice, on 
which they saw a polar bear and a num- 
ber of seals. They managed to secure a seal 
that had been killed and mutilated by the 
bear, and the raw flesh supplied them with 
their only fodd and drink. 

The. next day, Saturday, they sighted land, 
and at 4 in the afternoon reached Watch 
Istand, in No Notre Dame Bay.

Greenwald encouritered the four Italians.

they pretended not to understand. After 
compelling them to halt and explaining that 
the game they carried was contraband the 
warden placed the four men under arrest 
and attempted to take possession: of the 
game théey carried. 

The four men at once made a concerted re- 
sistance, and Warden Greenwald drew his 
revolver. One of the Italians struck him on 
the side of the head with a club, knocking 
him down. 

Greenwald then drew his revolver and fired 
one shot at the man who struck-him. The 
man had started to -run, and Greenwald 
believes the one shot

Bitten by Mosquitoes Inferied with 
the Plague and Her Life Pays the 
Penalty—Her Case Makes the Third

HAVANA, Aug. 24.—Clara Maas, an Amer- 
ican nurse at Las Animas, died of yellow. 
fever today, her death being caused by the 
bites of two mosquitoes. She had been bit- 
ten séveral. times ‘before without showing 
any effects. This gives an average of three 
deaths out of six experimental cases lately 
of persons who were bitten by mosquitoes. 

. These experiments have been carried out 


by the ‘yellow- fever board and have had | 
nothing to do with tests of Dr. Caldas, who | 


is carrying on his own experiments with a 
man inoculated with his serum and who 
was bitten on Thursday. 

The work of Dr. Caldas is being pnd 
supervised by the Yellow Fever board, 
refused to join in his tests for reasons Dricn 
have already been stated. 

The experiments were made by the Yellow 
Fever board to aid further inyestigation into 
‘yellow. fever, the theory having been ‘pro- 
pounded that the: virulence of a case de- 
pends. the number of equitoes biting 
‘a person.

in the fact that, so far as known, there is no 
evidence to prove the guilt of Marten, who 
has been reconvicted of murdering Captain 
von Krosick, that would hold in a court of law. 
He was convicted and sentenced in this trial 
on precisely the same evidence by which he 
was acquitted in the first. It is remarkable 
that all the newspapers joth in adverse criti-. 
cism of the military court in this matter. 
At the bottom. of the whole mater fs the 
habitual ill treatment of German private sol- 
diers by brutal officers, which has lately been 
brought to public notice frequently, and the 
ventilation of this case led te the accusation 
that the same state of affairs exists to a 
smaller extent in the British army. The alle- 
gation is made that some officers who have 
faHen tn the Boer war were shot, not by the 
enemy, but by their own men, and this led 
to the criticism that the present army system 
“permits of the assignment of unfit men to 
officers’ positions, 


Still Hope for Arbitration. 

It was well said in a discussion of the inter- 
national arbitration meeting of the Interna- 
tional Law association at Glasgow this week 
that it is impossible to get a tribunal on this 
earth to which nations would be willing to 
trust on questions affecting their vital inter- 

ests. Yet the discussion of permanent arbi- 
tration in international law was not hope~- 
less, and Lynde Harrison declared his belief 


that an arbitration treaty on the lines of that 


rejected by the United States Senate in 1897, 
with some modifications, might be accepted 
in the next twoor three years. America was 
represented not only by Harrison but also 
by Cephas Brainerd and Other well-known 
jurists, while the reresentations were large 
and notable from England, France, Denmark, 
Belgium, and Canada. 
‘In the discussion of the marriage question it 
was admitted that a universal marriage law 
was practically impossfble, and tt was urged 
that some formal ceremony always be insist- 
ed upon. 


In the matter of taking evidence abroad, the 
prevailing law of England and America, 


which compels the employment of a special 
cémmissioner; whese authority is not recog- 
nized in some countries, was condemned. It 


-was urged that such testimony be taken as 


cheaply as possible before a foretgn tribunal. 
Important and radical) changes suggested in 
the marine insurance law were perhaps the 
most important outcome of the meeting. 


Pan-Celtic Gathering Picturesque. 

While this convention was in session Dub- 
lin was the scene of a picturesque Pan-Celtic 
gathering which was generally regarded 
humorously, and nowhere more so than 
among the incorrigible Saxons of the Scotch 
low country.

LONDON, Aug. 24.—A philosopher, who

United Kingdom of Great 
Britain. It. is‘an extraordi- 
nary document. It shows

thousands who escape scot-free. It is only 
fair to say that this condition of affairs is in 
no sense due to any negligence on the part 
of Lord Desart, but to the refusal of the 
‘Treasury to place“at his disposal the funds 
requisite for an efficient service of this 
branch ofthe administration, the budget of 
which is limited to $125,000 a year, of which 
he himself and his three principal assistants 
take no less than $40,000 in salary. It is 


‘ridiculous, of course, to imagine that any 


vate results can be achieved with such 
outlay. But the Treasury seems to 
assume that it is the duty of the individual 
citizen and not of the state to prosecute, and 
that, save in capital cases, the government 
should not be called upon to undertake the

The “* procés verbal,’”’ is nothing more nor 
less than the placing on official record of any 
act of disobedience to the law. If a murder 
is perpetrated, the policeman who first ap- 
pears upon the scene, as well as the other 
authorities who are summoned to the spot, 
each make an official report. and if an Amer- 
ican tourist attempts to smuggle a handful 
of cigars into Paris, or one of his children 
ventures on-to the grass of, say, the Parc 
Monceau,; the custom-house officer in one in- 
stance and the parkkeeper in the other will 
at once draw up a “‘ proces verbal’ against 


the offender. All these official reports have | — 


to be acted upon and cannot be relegated to 
the limbo of oblivion without special orders 
from those in high authority. 
They must all be dealt with accordin& to 
law, and a further written report furnished 


by those to whom they have been referred 


as to what has been done inthe matter. If 
they concern anything in the nature of a 
crime, they are at once turned over to the 


‘Procureur General, who in France occupies 


the same position as Lord Desart in Eng- 
land and as the District Attorney in this 
country, and he then assigns it to one of his 
hundreds of deputies for careful magisterial 
investigation. The result of this inquiry, 
which sometimes lasts months, and which is 
of a most searching character, is embodied in 
another report, on the strength of which the 
Procureur General decides whether there is 
any ground to take further action in the 
ease, and, if so; the nature of the action. 
This decision takes the form of yet another 
* procés verbal,’’ which ultimately reaches 
the Minister of Justice, who calls thé Pro- 
cureur General to strict account in the event 
of his having ‘let things slide’’ without 
good and valid cause. ae 


HILD it would be out of the 
question, to apply either in 
Englané@ or in this country

If crime has onee become habitual it can no heme be treated by par- 
don. ‘Habitual or’ confirmed criminals would only become hardened were 
we to pardon them. For that class of criminals a different method of treat- 

Ment must be employed. It has been said that a better and more equita- 
ble distribution \pf wealth would cause the disappearance of all crime. That 
is true only in a certain limited measure. I have studied the interesting 
statistics by Coghland of the criminality in Australia, particularly in New 
South Waies, where wealth has steadily increased during the last twenty- 
five years, and where, thanks to almost collectivistic laws, the distribu- 
tion of wealth is quite equitable. Those figures show that the number of 
ertmes has, indeed, greatly decreased—from 2.2 per 1,000 inhabitants in 
1892 to 0.8 in 1900. But they also show that, in spite of the favorable con- 
ditions existing in New South Wales, there are in that country a large number > 
of habitual criminals who constantly relapse into their evil ways, not count- 
ing the habitual drunkards whose number is steadily increasing. For those 
unfortunate beings nothing would be gained by pardon. ‘To properly dispose — 
of them we need, if not prisons, that have never been particularly useful in

types of insanity are at least five times as frequent 
among men as among women. The female sage 
consequently aécumulate, which accumulation has produced the view dis- 
proved decades ago, that insavity was most frequent among women. This 
constitutes one great element of error in statistics. Another is due to the 


fact that chronic insanity among rural populations is only detected when 


insane hospitals are erected. These are rapidly filled with chronic lunatics, 
the product of generations. The middle class female occupations having 
most funatics are notoriously those of farmers’ wivés, daughters, and sis- 
ters. These fall victims to the four “ C ” moloch—cooking, clothing, churen, 
and children. The insane in a rural community pass muster to a surprising 


degree. They flock to the city to fill various occupations; in proportion to 


the intellectuality of the occupation, the mental defect becomes evident.

SORBONNE AS REBUILT. 


GREAT ‘PARIS SCHOOL TO BE RE- 


New Building Forms Large Rectangle 
Covering 3,000 Square Meters of 
 Land—Superb Salle du Doctorat a 
Feature of the Interior — Original 

| Bafldings Founded by Robert de 
“Sorbon in 1243—Gradually Rose to 


Be Leading French Institation. —

PARIS, Aug. 9.—The new Sorbonne, com- 


pleting and meng the buildings raised 
by Richelieu in , bas just been succese- 


architect, Nenot, fifteen ‘years ago, and the 
1 official inauguration is fixed for next October. 

The new buildings form a huge rectangle 
covering 3,000 square meters, inclosed by 
the Rue des Ecoles and Cujas on the north | 
and south, and St. Jacques and Victor- | 
Cousin on the east‘and west. The exterior is 
of gray stone and imposing, though stud- 
jedly simple in appearance. High arched 
deorways give access to the ground floor, 

while massive square windows furnish light 
to the three storiesabove, 

Superb Interior Hall, 

Apart from the various lecture-rooms, 
reading-rooms, laboratories, and halls, which 
exist in large numbers, all built with modern 
regard for hygiene and lighting, ds well as 
convenience and perfect equipment, the most 
striking feature of the interior is the superb 
salle du doctorat, where the faculty will as- 
semble, and where the graduating exercises 
be held. The hall is twenty meters 

and has a seating capacity of 300 per- 
sons. At the rear are three rows of seats, el- 
evated on steps, and to right and left are 
benches for spectators. The faculty will oc- 
eupy a slightly raised platform, and will take 
their places around a table shaped like a 
horseshoe. 

Above the table is the portrait of Cardinal 
Richelieu, by Schomer. The Cardinal is rep- 
resented-life size, standing in his full robes, 
‘his-hand resting on the tall back of an arm- 
chair. Opposite this are portraits of Cor- 
neille, Moliére, Pascal, and Bossuet by the 
same artist, who also executed a fine fresco 
for the ceiling. The subject is the University 
of Paris, and is symbolized by a youth med- 
itating‘his thesis. Science reveals the truth 
to him, while two winged figures bring him 
a crown of laurels. The woodwork of the 
hall is effectively decorated in gray and gold. 

Founded in 1243, 

The center of the new Sorbonne is occupied 
by a large open court, designed by Jacques 
Lemercier, Richelieu’s architect, and happily 
carried out by M. Nenot. Steps lead from 
this court to the chapel in which is Riche- 
lieu’s tomb. Flanking the entrance to this 
are.marble statues of Pasteur, by Hughes, 
on one side, and of Victor Hugo, by Mar- 
queste, on the o A 
. The Sorbonne was founded in 1243 by Rob- 
ert de Sorbon, chaplain of St. Louis, as a 
school where the poor of Paris might receive 
an education. ‘From this it gradually.rose 
to be the leading French institution, for 
higher learning. until its reputation bécame 
such that *“‘ Docteur en Sorbonne ’’ was given 
as a-title for erudition even to those in no 
way connected with the foundation. Many 
Americans annually follow the literary and 
scientific courses at the Sorbonne.

LOUBET and his Prime 
have played a trump card in 
announ the visit of the Czar and 
4 | the Czarina to France next month, 
and the stay of Nicholas at Paris for 
@ @ew days before joining his consort at 
Complexe, which it may be remembered 
was the favorite country palace of Napoleon 
and of Bugenie in the days of the third 
empire. Indeed, the visit is calculated 
not only to strengthen the hand of President 
‘Loubet, but likewise to prolong indefinkely 
the existence of the most sensible and 
§ efficient cabinet that has held office since the 
foundation of’ the third’ republic, more than 
a thirty years ago. For it will show to the 
French people at large that there is no truth 
In the lies circulated by the so-called 
Nationalist party, according to which the 
Russian court and government are out of 
touch with the present government in France. 
’ The Nationalists have all along insisted that 
‘the guthorities at St. Petersburg hold Presi- 
Leubet and the Waldeck-Rousseau 
administration in such aversion that they 
would go to almost any length to bring about 
a change of government in France, and were 
even to go the length of promoting 
a Bonapartist coup d'etat in favor of 
either Victor or Louis Bonaparte, sovner 
than tolerate the continuance of the present 
fotm of rule and. policy at Paris, which, so 
it was said, they regarded as detrimental to 
the terms of the Franco-Russian alliance. 
The Nationalists actually ‘went so far as to. 
insist that the terms of the dalliance would 
be regarded at St. Peterburg as inoperative, 
“ahd as suspended so long as President Loubet 
and the Waldeck-Rousseau cabinet remained 
‘gh control of the destinies of France. 
‘Much’ color was lent to these assertions on 
‘the part of the Nationalist speakers: and 
| writers by the extraordinary attitude of 
the Russian Ambassadress, Princess 
= Droussoff, at Paris, as well as of the Military 
Pienipotentiary of the Embassy, who openly 
identified themselves with the Nationalists, 
that is to say with the foes of the govern- 
ment, General Count Mouravieff, indeed, 
going so far as to make a trip to the various 
garrison towns in France, delivering speeches 
at military banquets at which he sneered at 
and attacked the administration, and in 
particular the French Minister of War.

at Longchamps. on July 14. ‘The Russian 
press likewise assailed the French Cabinet, 
while the Grand Duchess Viadimir and 
other members of the imperial house-of Rus- 
sia, when they came to Paris, not only held 
aloof from the ent and from the Min- 
isters but showed every way their sym- 
pathies for the Nationalists—that is, for those 
bent on the overthrow of the government.

and that the existence of the alliance with

SIGHTS ALONG ALLEY “L.” 


LENTY of people ride on the cars of the 
Alley “LL” road every day in the year 
and yet miss -half of the interesting 
sights that are on view on either side 
of the structure. 

The other day a‘guard who has been run- 
ning on the road for three years took the 
trouble to point out some of the unusual 
things to a passenger, and that passenger 
was as much astonished as any visitor from 
the country ever was upon beholding the Ma- 
sonic Temple. 

On the left hand side of the track as the 
train draws into the Dearborn street station 
is a window of a commission house, and upon 
the ledge the same feeding of the pigeons 
that makes St. Mark’s tn Venice and the cor- 
ner of Clark and Madison streets notable 
goes on each evening at 5 o’clock. At this 
hour one of the bookkeepers feeds a big flock 
of birds which have been coming to the win- 
dow for years, yet few of the people who use 
the railroad know of the observance, 

Then on the left side of the track just be- 
fore Twenty-sixth street is reached there is 
a long line of two-story shacks in back yards 
against the track. Inoneof these places 
lives an old colored man who is a cripple, and 
whose wheelchair is always at an open door 
through which he sees the cars go by: It is 
the only sign of movement that meets his 
eyes all day. | 

In a back yard on theright side of the track, 
going south, there is a battered bust of 
Shakspeare. What it does out In the yard 
on a soap box when it might adorn any par- 
lor isa mystery. Thisis to be seen just north 
of Forty-third street. 

These are only three of the numberless 1it- 
tle sidelights that are hidden under bushels 
along the line of the road, and few people

When 
gained consciousness I set out to find food 
and shelter. In a few minutes it was evident

Having no matches I could not start a fire. 
My gun was with me, but the ammunition 
was in the, boat when it capsized, so that I 


could not kill sea birds for food. Finally I | 
came up with the rowboat, cast upon the | 


beach. Dragging it out of reach of the tide 
I fixed over it a plece of canvas for shelter. 


“ During the next six weeks I suffered in- | 
tensely from cold, hunger, and loneliness. 
Nothing eatable could be found but shell | 


fish, which I had to eat raw. The weather, 
af course, was severe, storming almost con- 
tinually.. At last my boat was noticed by a 
party of Indians from Atka Island, who 
were passing Kagataska on a hunting trip. 
When they landed to investigate I was barely 
‘gble to crawl out to meet them. 

_ “The natives were kind, giving me seal 


meat and taking me and my dog with them... 


I remained in camp while they hunted. Then 
they carried me back with them to Atka 
Island, where I was received and cared for 
by Mr. Anton Dirks, who has a station there, 
and Captain Peter: of the schooner Chal- 
lenge. Several weeks jJater I got an oppor- 
tunity to get over to Dutch Harber. I am 
resting now and expect to go out again when 
I have fully recovered from the privations 
of that wild cruise on the poor old Iliamna.”’

, The fighting capacity of the Ruasian navy is 
well known—it is, the third naval power in the 
world.

The Russian soldier thrives 
on the necessities of life, and is almost pro- 
verbial for his endurance. A large percent- 


age of the Russian population is in a semi- 


barbaric state, and, with the wild tribes of 
Siberia, would-furnish the beat material for 
forced marching and desperate fighting, The 
European powers will do well not to arouse 
the anger of the Russian bear, as,if this were 
done, it is not difficult to foretell what the 
result would be on the side of Russia. 

At present Russia has.no intentions to en- 
large her dominion in Europe. She, how- 
ever, will not rest until she has more free 
communication with the Pacific Ocean, and 
in this she will, in all: probability, succeed 


without resorting to arms. The stranger who
